BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washingion, September 12.—Re- 
ports tonight to the war department 
from the nine corps area  head- 
quarters indicated an aggregate 
civilian Lparticipation of more than 
16,000,000 in defense day exercises 
‘over the country. 

These included both the one-day 
'volunteers, who turned out to fill up 
‘the ranks of regular army, national 
suard and organized reserves, and 
aiso the civilians who otherwise took 
fart in parades and exercises, ex- 
clusive of the crowds along the streets 
which watched the demonstrations, 

Corps area commanders were 
unanimous in declaring the day 
highly successful and asserting that 
che public generally was enthusiastie 
in the indorsement of the national 
defense program. 

6,535 Demonstrations. 

A summary of the reports received 
jat the department said they showed 
jthat “more than 16,792,781 persons 
‘had participated and that there have 
been 6,535 local demonstrations.” 

“Present indications are that alt 
over the ccuntry communities have 
taken great interest in the test and 
have had excellent demonstrations,” 
the statement added. “The results 
ebtained are highly satisfactory to the 
cepartment.”

SPIRIT OF TIMES 


“One of the shames of the hour in 
Georgia is that we have a spirit 
abroad~in the land that seeks to 


abridge the right to worship or not 
to worship Ged as the conscience dic- 
tates; that denies the right of public 
trial and that would abridge the 
privilege of due process of law.” 

This statement was made by Judge 
James K. Hines, of the supreme court 
of Georgia, in speaking to the At- 
lanta lawyers’ club at the Kimball 
house Friday night. Without calling 
the name of any organization the 
judge scathingly denounced what he 
termed as an effort to abridge and 
abrogate solemn principles of Ameri- 
ean liberty. Georgia, he stated, was 
the first state to incorporate in her 
constitution such fundamentals of lib- 
erty as the right to worship God ac- 
cording to the dictates of conscience, 
the privilege of public trial and the 
protection vouchsafed by due process 
of law. It was the first government 
in the world, he said, to guarantee 
citizens against being deprived of 
property, life and liberty without due 
legal process. . 

“The great need of the hour,” con- 
tinued Judge Hines, “is brave men, 
brave lawyers who, realizing the so- 
jlemnity of the occasion, will come to 
the defense of the people's liberties, 
PAll men have the inalienable right 
to worship or not to worship accord- 
ing to their conscience, and Georgia's 
constitution guarantees that ne in- 
habitant of the state shall be molested 
in the exercise of his religious lib- 
erty, or that he shall be molested in 
person or property because of his re- 
ligion.”’ 

Addressing himself to the lawyers 
before him, Judge Hines continued: 
“You can render no greater service 
to your country and your state than 
to uphold these principles of freedom. 
Let Georgia be the asylum for those 


state which maintains in all their 
pristine purity these fundamentals of 
liberty,”

Geneva, September 12. — Great 
Britain’s right to sign the compul- 
sery arbitration clause of the worid 
court of justice with reservations was 
today by the subcommittee of 
he League of Nations assembly, 
which will report its findings to the 
fal) judicia:. commission of the as- 
stembly. 
is decision means that not only 
Great Britain, but any other nation 
which subscribed to the obligatory ar- 


itration clause, has a perfect right 


te make whatever reservations it 
chooses. The jurists frankly admitted 
tonight that this decision in principle, 
at least, will open the way to a gen- 
ial weakening of this world court 
statute. 

Great Britain made it clear today 
that her reservations would affect 
enly the fourth category of juridical 
matters open to compulsury arbitra- 
tion by the court. This category re- 
fers to arbitration of all points of 
law, and the British 
representatives indicated that they 
would confine their reservations to in- 
Mitutions of maritime law. which may 
he raised by some power in conse- 
uence of action by the British fleet 
while performing a peace service for 
the League of Nations. 

In other words, Great Britain does 
rot intend to have her interpretation 
of sea law submitted to obligatory 
atbitration. 

Although today’s decision marks a 
distinct advance in the work of the 
commissions, the jurists laid special 
emphasis on the fact that it might 
fead to reservations in other cate- 
sories of juridical disputes, ineclud- 
ing the interpretation of treaties,

Geneva, Septembe. 12. —Sir James

Columbia, S. C., September 12.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—Coleman 
Livingston Blease, twice governor 
and conceded to be the most pictur- 
esque political leader in the _ state 
since “Pitchfork” Ben Tillman, will 
be the junior senator from South 
Carolina for the next six years. 

James F. Byrnes, representative in 
congress from the second district for 


the last fourteen years, today issued ' 


a statement accepting defeat in the 
democratic run-off primary of Tues- 
day, in which, aceurding to latest 
available returns, he ran second to 
former Governor Blease by 2,314 
votes out of a total of 198,000 tabu- 
lated. It was the closest senatorial 
race in this state in more than 2C 
years, state historical records show. 
Efforts to locate Mr. Blease, buth at 
his home and his office, were unavyail- 
ing today. Although the returns have 
shown him in the lead since the night 
of the primary, his margin was so 
narrow that he would make so state. 
ment for publication, saying he pre- 
ferred to wait until it was definitely 
settled that he was the nominee of 
the party. In this state nomination 
by the democratic party is equivalent 
to election. 
Long an Officeholder. 

Elected to the state house of rep- 
resentatives from Newberry county in 
1890, when he was just 22 years olu, 
Mr. Blease has been active in politics 
since that time. After serving in 
both houses of the legislature and as 
mayor of Newberry, and making upn- 
successful campaigns for governor and 
lieutenant governor, he was elected 
chief executive of the state in 1910 
after a heated campaign in which 
prohibition was one of the main is- 
sues. C. C. Featherstone, now a cir- 
cult judge, who opposed Mr. Blease 
in the run-off primary that year, ad- 
vocated prohibition as a_ state-wide 
policy, and was decisively defeated 
by this present senator-nominee. 

After his first term of two years, 
Governor Blease offered for reelection 
and the ensuing campaign was proba- 
bly the bitterest fought of all the con- 
tests in which he participated. He 
won out, however, over Ira B. Jones, 
who resigned as chief justice of the 
State to attempt to defeat the gover- 
nor. 

Mr. Blease’s political star seemed 
to have declined after his second term 
for governor. He was defeated fur 
the governorship in 1916 and again in 
1922. He was also defeated for the 
United States senate in 1914 and in 
1918. In the latter year, Senator N. 
Ky. Dial, whose seat the former gover. 
nor will fill, as a result of his elini- 
nation in the first primary this year, 
was elected 

The records show that 1920 was the 
only election year since 1888 that Mr. 
Blease has not been a candidate for 
some office.
